TRAIN AND PLANE INFORMATION 


By air ... Chicago to Toronto 
Trans-Canada Airlines has about eight flights a day — each way 
— between Chicago and Toronto, leaving from O’Hare Airport. 


By air ... from other points 
In the eastern part of the country, there are direct flights to 
Toronto from New York and Cleveland. Excellent service also 
from the Canadian West and East. 


By rail... 
You can take a sleeper out of Chicago to Toronto and return the 
same way. Trains generally leave Chicago about 8 p.m. and ar- 
rive in Toronto around 9 a.m. The train from Toronto: for Chi- 
cago leaves about 10 p.m. 


By automobile .. . 
The present super-highway system makes the drive a good deal 
easier than ever before. We would like to point out, however, 
that the cost of a round trip airline ticket from Chicago-Toronto 
is only about $55. Rail about the same. It is difficult to beat 
this traveling by car. 


By rail . . . Toronto-Peterborough 
There is good service but with Daylight time ending there will 
be changes in schedules and we shall not attempt to give yau 
times here. If you have traveled to Toronto by train and find 
that you can make a good connection on to Peterborough, it will 
probably be best for you to do so because it is a fast train. How- 
ever, if you are to encounter a long delay, we would prefer that 
you call the farm (Buckhorn, Ont. OL 78792) and we will arrange 
to pick you up with others coming from the airport. Coming back 
from Peterborough to Toronto there are generally trains at times 
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that will enable you to make your connections, but in the event 
you cannot find a convenient connection we will see to it you 
have transportation to Toronto. 


Meeting you in Toronto 
We will be happy to meet your plane. It is about a two hour 
drive to the farm. Try to arrive early enough so you won’t miss 
the affair at the farm Sunday afternoon and evening. Please ad- 
vise us in advance of your arrival time. Then you should report 
to the flight information desk Trans-Canada Airlines. A represen- 
tative of Louada will be nearby. If you miss connections call the 
farm at Buckhorn, Ontario, Oliver 78792. 
If you are coming by train, you may find it just as convenient to 
continue by train from Toronto to Peterborough. However, if 
this doesn’t work out call the farm and we will include you in the 
cars coming from the airport. 
Cars will also be going back to the airport after the sale. 


Cars from Peterborough 
If you are without transportation upon arriving in Peterborough, 
contact the farm. On sale day cars will leave from the motel area 
at approximately 8:30 a.m. and 9:00 a.m. 


All train and plane information given here is approximate. 
Be sure to check with your ticket agent for exact times. 
Because schedules change we cannot quote exact times. 


We urge you NOT to make your con- 


nections so close that you arrive in 


Toronto Monday morning.
